In Paradise Valley, the Bow Tie property, owned by Maricopa County Parks and Recreation
Department; Parks is entering in to an agreement for the area to be used for staging purposes. Parks
will gain $20,000.00 and a condition of the agreement is that the property is returned to Parks in the
same condition as it was received.

Commissioner Arndt asked for an update on Spur Cross Ranch Conservation Area at the next
Commission meeting.

ITEM #5 —BOND INFORMATION — R.J. Cardin, Director, Maricopa County Parks and Recreation
and Nissa Maddox, Trust for Public Lands— INFORMATION/DISCUSSION/ACTION ITEM

Director Cardin introduced Nissa Maddox with the Trust for Public Lands. Nissa Maddox, Program
Manager for the Trust for Public Lands introduced three colleagues that were also in attendance; Paul
Audley - the Arizona State Director for The Trust for Public Land, Dee Frankforth, The Trust for Public
Land and Cheryl Lombard with The Nature Conservancy.

Ms. Maddox did a PowerPoint presentation for the Commission meeting (attached as a separate PDF
file) detailing the potential for success of a park bond measure and the steps needed to be successful
in achieving the goal.

A Technical Assistance letter is the next step for the Parks Department to get assistance from the
Conservancy in order to move forward with a Bond issue.

Commissioner Arndt informed the Commission that a great amount of time will be needed to put in to
a Bond election. Nissa Maddox also stated that we are looking at a private funded campaign for a
2008 election and we need to get the word out to the public.

Assistant County Manager, Bill Scalzo, stated that a presentation will be done to the Board of
Supervisors in October to review the Bond issue for Parks.

Nissa Maddox noted that The Trust for Public Land and The Nature Conservancy are available to
help our Department in any way.

ITEM #6 — SAN TAN TRAIL UPDATE - Joe Ballengee, Trails Planner and David Jordan, Park
Supervisor — San Tan Mountain Regional Park, Maricopa County Parks and Recreation
Department — INFORMATION/DISCUSSION ITEM

Handouts were provided to Commissioners by Joe Ballengee. Three major trails have been
implemented with the help of CIP funds; Goldmine, Moonlight and the San Tan Trails.

Within the trails that were implemented, seven miles of trails have now been added to San Tan
Mountain Regional Park.

The Malpais Trail is developed now with the Malpais Mountains being a great visual for the park.

Commissioner Arndt encourages Parks to visually show the public changes in trails with more visual
markers where trail intersections are; i.e. using kiosk type stands with actual maps in them. Joe
Ballengee noted that he is using more directional markers at these points and that appropriately
marking new areas has also been a concern of his.

ITEM #7 —UPDATE ON THE PLANNING FOR THE NORTH REACH OF LAKE PLEASANT- Jennifer
Waller, Superintendent, Maricopa County Parks and Recreation — INFORMATION/DISCUSSION
ITEM
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Jennifer Waller stated that on August 2" a long range planning meeting was held. Public meetings
are scheduled are on September 6", 12" and 17™. The first two meetings are at the Desert Outdoor
Center from 6:30pm to 8:30 p.m., the third meeting is at the Alden Center in Black Canyon City, the
same time.

A key point that will be stressed at all the meetings is that the Agua Fria area was originally deemed a
conservation area.

Director Cardin noted that at a past meeting that assignments were made for organizations to handle
certain aspects of the Agua Fria area planning needs; i.e. Bureau of Reclamation has archeological,
Game and Fish is overseeing wildlife and Recreation will be handled by our Department; Maricopa
County Parks and Recreation.
